Three quarters of an hour after two o’clock at noon thie 
day, a.Champion in Armour arrived at the houfe of the 
Right Honourable the Lord Mayor, with an exprefs ; 
but his Lordhhip, from the fatigues of Tuefday, not be- 
ing then awake, the City Remembrancer was induced to 
open the fame, when he found it to contain the following 
very important intelligence.

N confequence of your Lordfhip’s orders fignified to me 

through feveral news-papers, 1 collected as many. of 
the foldiers of the Orange regiment as had decent cloth: ; 
and having borrowed crofs-belts from Captain Kitchner’s vo- 
lunteers, I paraded at nine o’clock in the morning of the 
goth, for the’ purpofe of covering the embarkation at the 
fiairs, where it was intended that the Aldermanick and Li- 
veryed Gluttons Were to take water. 

From the curious difpofition of the people who meant to 
obftru& our flags, our enfigusy our coaches, our foldiers, 
and our champion in armour, I premifed that we fhou'd 
have warm work, and therefore ordered the corps to put ov 
their bayonets. -- My Lord, they obeyed with the greatcit 
cheerfulnefs. 

There were two objeéts which I had in view ; to cover the 
embarkation from the annoyance of the mob, and to fecure 
your Lordfhip’s retreat into Weftminfter-hall. To effe& 
thefe jinportant defigns, I was obliged to weaken the re- 

iment by dividing the men. Your Lordthip faw the di- 
Firefe it occafioned-—but at the fame time mutt have percei- 
ved the undaunted refolution of each divifion. 

* At eleven o’clock I picked out the better half of the 
corps, and began my march to Weftmintter-bridge. As I 
had forefeen, we were oppofed in our paflage through 
C reapfide ; a moving phalanx advanced to our front,’im a 
flow but determined manner. I ordered our divifion to 
halt, that I might reconnoitre with a greater degree of cer- 
tainty. . I found, my Lord, that to difpute the pafs, might 
be attended with no fmall danger; the enemy was a Kent- 


* ifh waggon, drawn by eight ftone horfes, and commanded 


by a churlifh man, regimented in a white frock, and mount- 
ed on one of the Deptford light-horfe. My Lord, we'tutn- 
ed to the left, and paffed under cover of their wheels. 
Having efcaped this firit danger, we were no foodner in, 
regularity than one of the molt tremenduons detachments 
that could be fent to fubdue a city foldier, fallied out from 
§t'Paul’s church-yard. They feemed to be imps of the de- 
vil, fent from the infernal regions to affright my men: they 
were chimney-fweepers, my Lord, with their faces whiten- 
ed with chalk. I thought my little army would have funk 
into the earth. Their mode of attack was artfully contri- 
ved ; they introduced their eyil defign by the foft mufic of 
brufhes and ferapers, thinking thereby to lull us into their 
fatal {fnares. All my fortitude was put to the teft, and eve- 
ty trial of {kill exerted to keep the men from being plea/ed. 
My Lord, I had almoft accomplifhed my defign, when a 
drummer ‘and two fifers, that I unfortunately borrowed 
from the King’s guards, burft into a loud fit of laughter : 
the infe&tion ran like lightening through the corps, and the 
foldiers fteadinefs in the hour of danger was converted into 
a foolith rifibility. My Lord, we were on the eve of being

Making two-thirds of a circle round this building, we

Having waited fome tune for your Lordhhip’s arrival, 








without any particular intervening circimftante worthy no- 
tice, except our foldiers imitating the guards, by pufhin 
away the mob, with “ you can’t pafs -here—ftand back, 

oray——we are only doing our puty, Gentlemen,’ and fuch 
ike military language, f at laft heard the glorjous falute of 
old blunderbuffes, rufty piftols, and children’s pop-guns, 
from the coal-gabbards on the @aft of the bridge, and defi- 
ring my men to turn out their toes, and hold up their heads, 
looking under the center avch with aching eyes for the city 
barge. It came, my Lord) with all the digmity of a grand 
fleet, the horns and caeaey Y playing “ Rule Britannia, 
rule the Thames,” the ‘oars fplathing the water in mufcal 
concord, aud the bargemen dropping their melted fat in re- 
gular time.” 

Having received Your Lotdthip; and the city of London, 
and fecured the paffes to Weltminfter-halk’ I marched in a 
freksieeeBebhique pes; a ftrait. oblig e; andtlear- 
td the way. When your Lordthip went ftto the Exche- 
quer Chamber to take your oath, that you Would be a good 
man for a year, I pofted myfelf at the entrance of the hall, 
and ordered my men to put én their bayonets, left any of the 
judges might iteal away before you invited them to dinner. 
Here, my Lord, the Orange regimeat received a very grofs 
infult from two gentlemen : and what partichlarly hurts the 
corps, they certainly were Jrifhmen. My Lord, would you 
believe it, when my officers wanted to. prevent, their enter- 
ing the hall, they looked in the moft contemptnous manner 
on all our men, aud had the impudence to afk “* what 
brought us there ?’ This was.an indignity, my Lord, not 
to be borne, and one of my men faid, * You fhan’t pafs.” 
The words had f{earce fell from the foldier’s lips, when the 
two Hibernians, in the fame tone of voice, and at the fame 
initant, faid, ** D—n you, you rafcal, I’il thruit your bay- 
onet in your .” J am afhamed to mention the place; 
my Lord, but it is fo oftenfible.in a foldiér, now. that his 
coat-is hooked and made fo fhort, your Lordhhip will not 
be at a lofs to difcover it. A bayonet, my Lord, ftuck in 
fuch a place, would have totally deranged our march round 
the hall; and as there was a probability of thefe qwi/d men 
not ‘topping at incommoding in the fame manner, one, two, 
three, or perhaps a dozen of the corps, the foldiers fuppreff- 
ed'their murmurs until they went home, and we permitted 
thefe buysnet-fickers to pafs. I mention this circumftance, 
my Lord, to fhew the cool intrep?dity ofthe corps, ; 

Four Lorine returning from the Exchequer Chamber, 
and going round to pay your compliments, it occutred to 
mec, that when the judges knew of your Lordfhip’s inten- 
tion to pay thent a vifit, they fhould have whitewathed the

Lord, they fmiled—and, had I beea Lord Mayor, 
I would have punifhed them feverely—J would not have afk- 
ed them to the fea/t. 

Having efcorted your Lordfhip back to the water-fide, I 
marched my men, fatigued and dirty, in diforderly time to 
their refpective quarters, where having whetted their appe- 
tites by proper provocatives, they adjourned to their refpec- 
tive feafts; and gormandizing and gluttony clofed the day.

to put to fea, that they may he liable to be retaken, and by 
that means brought before the-proper judge, particularly as 
his Excellency the Ambaflador muit own he would have no 
lefs'a tight to reclaim the above mentioned fhips, if they had

therefore their High Mightineffes are not authoiifed to pafs 
judgment either upon thefe prizes, or the perfon of Paul 
Jones : That as to what regards acts of humanity, their High 
Mightineffes have aiready made .appear how. ready they are 
to thow them towards the wounded on board thofe veffels, 
and that they have given orders accordingly: ‘That an ex- 
tract of the prefent refolution fhall be given to Sir Jofeph 
Yorke by the agent Vander Burch de Spicrinxhock.” 
At the fame time, it was refolved, that word fhould, be 


fent to the Admiralty of Amfte:dam that their High Migh- - 


tinefles approve their proceedings, and adhering to their pla- 
card of the 3d of November 1756, by which it is forbid to 
meddle. with any prizes, or to open. their- cargoes, fo as by 
that means to free them from being retaken, &c. Their 
High Mightineffes authorife the faid Admiralty to order 
matters fo that thefe five hips do put to fea as foon as pofli-
